L. AMABILE. Outstanding in color among a family of brilliant colorings. Vivid 
grenadine red accented by spots of black. Many flowers in late June on 3-foot 
stems. Plant 5 inches deep in a light soil in full sun. Increase is rapid in the 
right spot.

L. AURATUM (The Gold Band Lily). Very desirable not only for its great beauty 
and fragrance, but also for the lateness of its flowers. Huge white blooms banded 
on the mid-petal with rich gold and spotted crimson. Stems grow from 4 to 6 
feet and bear their flowers in August and September. Plant bulbs 4 inches deep 
in loose sandy soil with humus. Thrives in sun or shade, but prefers shade during 
hottest part of the day.

L. BELLINGHAM HYBRIDS. A vastly improved strain of these splendid hybrids 
for garden or woodland. Up to 20 flowers ranging from clear yellow to deep

Plant 5 to 6 inches deep in full sun or partial shade where 
they can be kept moist in summer.

Lily Culture 


There is a great deal of variation in the cultural require- 
ments of the different lilies which makes it impossible to 
cover the subject in a general way. Well drained soils of 
loose texture, in sun or partial shade as suggested under 
each variety is a necessity. Feed by mulching with good 
compost, or chemical fertilizer, avoiding all animal ma- 
nures. Protect with mulches for the sake of the more 
delicate varieties and to provide cool roots and shade for 
others. This will overcome the necessity for the usual 
recommendation of deep planting which is so often in- 
jurious. The depths suggested are for average soils and 
should be adjusted deeper for very light soils and more 
shallow for heavy ones. 


Soil for planting should be well worked to a depth of 18 
inches. Work in humus material and a small amount of 
commercial fertilizer. Avoid locations where diseased 
bulbs have been planted and as a precaution against rot 
dust bulbs before planting with a protectant such as Sper- 
gon. Plant as early as possible to keep bulbs fresh and 
plump.

Of the many bulbs suitable for forcing the Poetaz Narcissus are the 
best known and most easily grown.

The ease with which bulbs may be forced is rarely understood. 
Planted in soil, fibre or pebbles, kept cool and dark until well rooted 
and then put in a light, cool room (maximum temperature 60 
they will make strong growth. When blooms are about to open 
bring them into the warmer living rooms for flowering. 
A few other simple bulbs to handle are: Chionodoxa, Crocus, Eran- 
this, Hyacinth, Scilla and Muscari. Single early and Double Tulips 
and many large daffodils can be forced with a little more care.
